Sir,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health  of  Middlesex  for  the  year 
1938.  Its  belated  appearance  is  regretted,  but  members  will  be  aware  of  the  many  difficulties,  both 
internal  and  external,  with  which  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been  faced. 

By  the  death  of  Dr.  John  Tate  on  April  21st,  1940,  Middlesex  lost  a  loyal  and  devoted  officer, 
who  was  widely  recognised  as  one  of  the  ablest  public  health  administrators  of  this  country. 
Dr.  Tate  was  County  Medical  Officer  of  Middlesex  for  17  years  and  his  wise  judgment  and  farsighted 
planning  are  reflected  to-day  in  the  excellence  of  the  County  health  services  which  he  built  up.  His 
conduct,  both  in  private  life  and  as  an  official,  was  a  model  of  honour  and  integrity  and  his  loss  will 
long  be  felt  in  Middlesex,  for  so  fine  a  man  can  ill  be  spared. 

By  reason  of  its  late  appearance,  the  Annual  Report  for  1938  is  of  value  more  as  a  record  than 
for  information.  For  this  reason  and  also  for  economy,  it  has  been  greatly  condensed  and  many 
charts  and  diagrams,  with  which  formerly  it  has  been  illustrated,  have  been  omitted.  For  similar 
reasons  detailed  reports  by  medical  superintendents  of  the  County  general  hospitals,  which  for  many 
years  have  been  reproduced  as  interesting  appendices,  do  not  this  time  appear.  The  Report, 
however,  has  one  outstanding  claim  to  be  of  interest,  inasmuch  as  it  constitutes  a  record  of  the  health 
of  the  County  during  the  last  complete  year  under  peace  conditions  and,  on  this  account,  some  of 
the  rates  and  figures  attained  in  1938  may  constitute  datum  points  during  the  war  years  and  the 
difficult  years  of  post-war  reconstruction  which  lie  ahead. 

During  1938  the  health  of  the  people  of  Middlesex  was  well  maint  .ined.  No  serious  outbreak 
of  epidemic  illness  occurred  and  steady  development  of  the  health  services  proceeded.  The  birth¬ 
rate,  which  had  been  slowly  but  steadily  rising  for  some  years,  continued  to  show  an  increase.  The 
general  death-rate,  the  infantile  mortality-rate  and  the  death-rates  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis, 
tuberculosis  (all  forms),  scarlet  fever  and  puerperal  sepsis  were  all  the  lowest  on  record.  These 
facts  represent  solid  achievements  and  must  serve  as  spurs  to  further  endeavour  to  maintain  and 
improve  the  health  of  the  people.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1938. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Area. — The  area  of  the  County  of  Middlesex,  inclusive  of  inland  water,  is  148,691  acres. 

There  are  no  county  boroughs  in  Middlesex,  so  that  the  area  of  the  administrative  county  coincides 
with  that  of  the  geographical  county. 

There  are  26  separate  local  government  areas  in  the  County  as  follows  : — 15  municipal  boroughs 
with  an  area  of  70,196  acres  and  11  urban  districts  with  an  area  of  78,495  acres.  There  are  no  rural 
districts  in  the  County. 

Population. — The  estimated  population  of  the  County  of  Middlesex  at  the  middle  of  1938  was 
2,058,300,  an  increase  of  43,800  above  the  estimated  figure  for  the  previous  year.  The  actual  natural 
increase  of  population,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  accounted  for  12,937  of  the  total  increase, 
leaving  30,863  as  the  estimated  number  of  immigrants  to  the  County"  from  other  localities.  This 
represents  a  drop  of  more  than  50  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  immigrants  as  compared  with  each  of 
the  two  previous  years  and  suggests  a  check  in  the  flow  of  population  into  Middlesex,  which  hitherto 
has  been  so  marked  a  feature  in  the  development  of  the  County. 

It  must  be  appreciated,  however,  that  these  figures  are  based  upon  estimates  compiled  by  the 
Registrar-General  from  the  varied  sources  of  information  at  his  disposal.  They  probably  present  a 
very  fair  approximation  to  the  actual  position,  but  ascertained,  as  distinct  from  estimated, "figures 
will  not  be  available  until  the  next  census,  which  under  normal  conditions  would  be  taken  in  1941.

Births  and  Birth-Rates. — The  corrected  number  of  live  births  belonging  to  the  County  and 
occurring  during  1938  was  31,617  (16,248  males  and  15,369  females).  This  number  is  equivalent 
to  a  birth-rate  of  15*4  per  thousand  of  the  population,  which  is  the  highest  rate  recorded  since  1931. 
The  number  of  illegitimate  births  registered  was  1,276  (628  males  and  648  females),  representing 
an  illegitimate  birth-rate  of  0-62  per  thousand  of  the  population.  Illegitimate  births  accounted 
for  4-0  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.

Deaths  and  Death-Rates  (all  Causes). — In  spite  of  the  increase  in  population,  the  number 
of  deaths  belonging  to  the  County  which  occurred  during  1938  was  actually  1,101  fewer  than  the 
year  before,  the  total  being  18,680.  This  corresponds  to  a  recorded  death-rate  of  9  •  1  per  thousand 
persons  living,  which  is  the  lowest  rate  ever  recorded  in  Middlesex.

In  order  to  eliminate  differences  of  age-  and  sex-distributions  of  populations  and  to  enable  truer 
comparisons  to  be  drawn,  the  Registrar-General’s  Department  has  calculated  for  each  county  and 
county  district  a  figure,  the  “  comparability  factor,”  which  when  multiplied  by  the  “  recorded  ” 
death-rate  provides  a  “  corrected  ”  death-rate  in  which  allowance  has  been  made  for  differences  in 
constitution  of  population. 
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The  effect  of  applying  the  comparability  factor  (1*07)  to  the  recorded  death-rate  (9*1)  is  to 
produce  a  corrected  death-rate  of  9*7,  which  still  compares  very  favourably  with  that  of  England 
and  Wales,  which  is  11  *6.

Infantile  Mortality. — During  1938  the  deaths  of  1,433  infants  below  the  age  of  one  year 
were  registered,  equivalent  to  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  45  •  3  per  1,000  live  births.  The  infantile 
mortality  rate,  which  for  a  number  of  years  in  Middlesex  has  remained  consistently  below  50  per 
1,000 — in  itself  a  very  low  figure — shows  a  further  decrease,  and  is  the  lowest  on  record  for  the 
County. 

Of  the  1,433  infantile  deaths,  765,  or  more  than  one-half,  were  due  to  congenital  or  developmental 
causes.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  that  area  of  the  County  in  which  the  County  Council  is  the 
maternity  and  child  welfare  authority  was  49-9  per  1,000  live  births. 

Maternal  Mortality. — During  1938  the  deaths  were  reported  of  77  women  from  causes 
connected  with  pregnancy  and  childbirth,  corresponding  to  a  maternal  mortality  rate  of  2  •  44  maternal 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births,  which,  with  the  exception  of  1936,  when  the  rate  was  2  •  34,  is  the  lowest 
recorded  in  the  County.

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the  great  reduction  in  deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis,  which  first 
became  evident  with  the  introduction  of  treatment  by  sulphanilamide  compounds  for  this  condition, 
is  still  maintained. 
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General  Hospitals. 

Continued  and  substantial  progress  was  made  during  tbe  year  in  the  Council’s  policy  of  extending, 
modernising  and  improving  the  buildings  and  equipment  of  its  hospitals  and  of  further  strengthening 
their  staffs.  The  year  1938  saw  the  fulfilment  of  some  of  the  plans  laid  down  in  previous  years  and 
the  completion  and  occupation  of  several  much-needed  ward  blocks,  special  departments  and  adminis¬ 
trative  buildings.  These  extensions,  mostly  of  a  permanent  but  some  of  a  temporary  character, 
gave  the  first  large-scale  relief  to  the  pressure  upon  hospital  accommodation  which  had  been  steadily 
increasing  since  the  County  Council  assumed  control  in  1930. 

Extensions. — At  Redhill  County  Hospital  a  building  scheme  of  some  magnitude  was  completed 
in  1938,  which  had  the  effect  of  more  than  doubling  the  accommodation  of  the  hospital.  The  new 
buildings  comprised  the  following  : — 

(1)  Reception  and  outpatient  block.— Owing  to  the  configuration  of  the  land,  it  was  necessary  to 
design  this  building  on  two  floors,  viz.,  ground  floor  and  lower  ground  floor.  On  the  ground  floor  are 
the  X-ray  suite,  minor  operating  theatre,  pathological  laboratories,  receiving  and  casualty  rooms 
and  almoner’s  offices.  On  the  lower  ground  floor  are  the  outpatients’  hall,  with  consulting  suites 
and  special  departments. 

(2)  Medical  block. — This  is  a  detached,  three-storied  building  of  294  beds  and  containing  its 
own  kitchen.  On  the  top  floor  is  a  unit  of  48  beds  for  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

(3)  Maternity  block. — This  is  a  two-storied  building  of  60  beds  and  60  cots.  Two  labour  rooms 
and  a  nursery  are  provided  on  each  floor  and  in  addition  there  is  a  separation  unit  with  its  own 
labour  room.  The  block  is  entirely  composed  of  small  units  ;  wards  of  one,  two  or  four  beds. 

(4)  Medical  officers’  hostel  for  ten  medical  officers,  each  with  his  own  bedroom  and  sitting  room. 

(5)  Nurses’  home.— The  extension  provides  for  136  additional  staff.  On  the  ground  floor  are 
recreation  and  quiet  rooms,  lecture  and  demonstration  rooms  and  a  preliminary  training  school. 

The  new  buildings  were  formally  opened  in  October  by  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Rochdale, 
Lord-Lieutenant  of  the  County.  As  soon  as  the  wards  were  complete,  patients  from  one  of  the 
original  ward  blocks  were  transferred  into  them  to  permit  the  next  stage  of  the  extension  scheme 
of  the  hospital  to  be  carried  out — namely,  the  building  of  a  third  storey  on  the  original  blocks. 

At  Central  Middlesex  County  Hospital  the  following  extensions,  parts  of  a  large  scheme,  were 
completed  and  came  into  use  during  1938  : — 

(1)  A  new  theatre  unit  consisting  of  an  operating  theatre  with  its  ancillary  rooms  and  8  single- 
bedded  wards  for  post-operative  cases.  Provision  was  made  for  the  erection  later  of  a  second  theatre 
to  complete  the  twin  unit. 

(2)  A  visitors’  waiting  room. 

(3)  A  mortuary  block,  including  a  post-mortem  room  and  viewing  chapel. 

(4^  An  ambulance  garage. 

At  the  close  of  the  year,  work  on  the  rest  of  the  scheme  of  extension — out-patient  department, 
maternity  department,  nurses’  home  enlargement,  &c.,  was  nearing  completion. 

The  modernisation  of  two  of  the  old  blocks  of  the  hospital — Blocks  A  and  B — was  completed. 
Although  the  outside  appearance  of  these  blocks  is  old-fashioned,  they  are  most  up  to  date  within. 
Modern  lighting  and  heating  have  been  installed,  bathrooms  and  sluices  reconstructed,  built-in 
automatic  bed-pan  washers  and  new  sterilisers  fitted  and  modern  ward-kitchens  and  clinical  rooms 

built. 

At  West  Middlesex  County  Hospital  a  new  children’s  block  of  temporary  construction  was  rapidly 
erected  and  opened  during  the  year.  It  provides  beds  and  cots  for  120  children  in  small  ward  units 
to  enable  infectious  conditions,  so  prevalent  in  children,  to  be  controlled.  By  adaptation  and 
extension  of  the  existing  operating  theatre  suite  a  much-needed  additional  theatre  was  provided. 

Much  time  was  spent  in  preparation  of  the  detailed  plans  of  the  new  North  Middlesex  County 
Hospital  and  in  many  conferences  with  officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  before  agreement  was 
reached.  The  new  hospital  is  to  be  built  on  the  site  of  Edmonton  House,  which  contained  a  large 
number  of  chronic  sick  patients.  The  County  Council  succeeded  in  securing  at  Harrow  Weald  a 
mansion — Grim’s  Dyke — capable  of  receiving  about  100  of  the  patients  for  whom  accommodation 
had  to  be  found  before  Edmonton  House  could  be  demolished. 

Plans  for  the  completion  of  Hillingdon  County  Hospital  were  well  advanced  by  the  close  of  the 

year.

Mention  was  made  in  an  earlier  Report  of  an  agreement  between  the  County  Council  and  the 
Enfield  Urban  District  Council  whereby  the  services  of  the  obstetrical  surgeons  on  the  staff  of  one  of 
the  County  hospitals  were  made  available  in  a  consultative  capacity  in  Enfield  to  medical  practitioners 
encountering  cases  of  obstetrical  difficulty.  The  County  Council  gave  general  approval  to 
the  extension  of  this  policy  wherever  practicable  and  during  1938  similar  agreements  were  made 
with  the  Boroughs  of  Hendon,  Hornsey  and  Southgate.  The  same  arrangement  was  also  extended  to 
the  whole  of  the  County  Council's  maternity  and  child  welfare  area. 

The  Council’s  ambulance  fleet  was  enlarged  by  the  purchase  of  seven  additional  ambulances 
during  the  year,  over  and  above  replacements. 

A  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  at  the  various  County  hospitals  is  set  out  on  the 
following  pages.  It  should  be  added  that,  in  addition  to  the  record  of  treatment  contained 
in  the  summary,  580  persons  were  sent  by  the  County  Council  to  convalescent  homes  not 
belonging  to  the  County  Council,  168  to  special  hospitals  and  homes,  and  23  to  epileptic  colonies.

Treatment  of  Cancer. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  cancer  outlined  in  the  report  for  1935  were  continued  during 
1938  and  in  all  1,738  patients  were  dealt  with.  Of  these,  806  were  treated  at  the  North 
Middlesex  County  Hospital,  of  whom  72  were  transferred  from  the  wards  of  the  other  County  Council 
general  hospitals  and  institutions  and  13  were  referred  from  out-patient  departments. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  ask  for  a  classified  return  of  the  cases  of  cancer  dealt  with  by  local 
authorities,  and  the  following  table  shows  the  number  of  patients  and  the  site  of  the  malignant  con¬ 
dition  grouped  under  the  several  headings  required  by  the  Ministry  : —

Included  in  the  above  total  are  195  cases  of  advanced  disease  accommodated  in  the  County 
Council’s  institutions  not  appropriated  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  These  patients  were  under  the 
supervision  of  the  medical  staffs  of  the  adjoining  County  hospitals,  but,  with  the  exception  of  palliative 
measures,  no  active  treatment  was  indicated. 


Welfare  of  the  Blind. 

The  examination  and  certification  of  applicants  for  admission  to  the  County  register  of  blind 
persons  has  continued  during  1938  on  the  lines  described  in  previous  reports. 

Thirty -three  examination  sessions  were  held  at  the  ophthalmic  clinic  in  the  offices  of  the  Public 
Health  Department,  at  10,  Great  George  Street,  Westminster,  and  487  persons  presented  themselves 
for  examination,  of  whom  61  were  re-examinations. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  ophthalmic  surgeons  also  visited  in  their  own  homes  persons  thought 
to  be  blind  but  who,  by  reason  of  age  or  infirmity,  were  unable  to  attend  the  central  clinic.  In  all, 
52  persons  were  examined  either  in  institutions,  hospitals,  school  clinics,  or  their  own  homes,  three 
home  cases  being  re-examinations.  Of  the  539  persons  examined,  400  were  found  to  be  blind  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  1920. 

On  31st  March,  1939,  there  were  2,291  individuals  on  the  Middlesex  County  register  of  blind 
persons,  an  increase  of  196  as  compared  with  the  position  on  31st  March,  1938. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Administration  of  Midwives  Acts,  1902-1936. 

Area. — At  the  close  of  1938  the  County  Council  was  the  local  supervising  authority  for  the 
whole  of  the  County  with  the  exception  of  the  Boroughs  of  Ealing,  Edmonton,  Hendon,  Heston  and 
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Isleworth,  Tottenham,  Twickenham  and  Willesden,  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Enfield  and  Harrow, 
this  area  having  remained  unchanged  throughout  the  year. 

Domiciliary  Service  of  Midwives. — In  the  Annual  Report  for  1937  a  full  account  was  given 
of  the  arrangements  which  the  County  Council  had  made  to  provide  a  whole-time  domiciliary  mid¬ 
wifery  service  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1936.  The  first  complete  year  in 
which  the  new  service  was  in  operation  was  1938,  and  it  was  found  that  it  worked  smoothly  and 
well,  and  that  the  numbers  of  midwives  provided  under  the  scheme  were,  on  the  whole,  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  an  efficient  service.  The  following  table  sets  out  particulars  of  the  number  of  whole¬ 
time  midwives  engaged  in  the  various  parts  of  the  Council’s  area,  whether  employed  by  the  County 
Council,  or  by  welfare  councils  on  their  behalf  or  by  voluntary  associations  subsidised  by  the  County 
Council ;  together  with  information  as  to  the  number  of  confinements  attended  either  in  the  capacity 
of  midwife  or  maternity  nurse.

Retirement  of  Midwives  on  Compensation. — The  Midwives  Act,  1936,  provides  that  any 
midwife  who  within  three  years  of  the  passing  of  the  Act  ( i.e .,  before  31st  July,  1939)  desires  to  cease  to 
practise,  may  surrender  her  certificate  to  the  local  supervising  authority  and  claim  as  compensation 
a  sum  representing  three  times  her  average  profits  calculated  during  the  past  three  years.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  local  supervising  authority  may,  within  the  same  period,  require  the  cessation  of 
practice  and  surrender  of  her  certificate  by  a  midwife,  if  they  are  of  the  opinion  she  is  incapable  by 
reason  of  age  or  infirmity  of  discharging  her  duties  efficiently,  and  must  then  pay  her,  as  compensation, 
a  sum  representing  five  times  her  average  annual  profits  calculated  over  the  past  three  years. 

During  the  year  ending  March,  1938,  eight  midwives  surrendered  their  certificates  voluntarily, 
receiving  in  compensation  a  total  sum  of  £3,276  Os.  2d.,  and  six  midwives  were  retired  compulsorily, 
receiving  a  total  sum  of  £2,215  5s.  0 d. 

During  the  year  ending  March,  1939,  the  corresponding  figures  are  as  follows  : —

Compulsory  retirements,  7  ;  Compensation,  £4,086  13s.  6d. 
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Notification  of  Intention  to  Practise. — During  1938,  notification  of  intention  to  practise 
midwifery,  either  regularly  or  temporarily,  in  the  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  responsible, 
was  received  by  the  County  Council  from  302  midwives  residing  in  the  districts  of  the  County,  as

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Maternal  Deaths. — One  notification  related  to  the  death  of  a  woman  while  actually  under 
the  care  of  a  midwife.  The  patient  declined  to  go  to  hospital  and  died  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
To  this  case  must  be  added  the  number  of  deaths  of  women,  who,  while  being  attended  by  midwives, 
became  so  seriously  ill  that  transfer  to  a  hospital  was  necessitated,  where  they  subsequently  died.  Four 
cases  of  this  nature  occurred  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  five  deaths  among  women  attended 
by  midwives,  or  a  death-rate  of  1  •  16  per  1,000  births  attended.  (The  maternal  death-rate  for  all  births 
in  the  administrative  County  during  1938  was  3-26  per  1,000.)

Puerperal  Pyrexia.— During  the  year,  28  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified  amongst 
women  who  had  been  attended  in  their  confinements  by  certified  midwives. 

Inquiry  was  made  into  the  cause  of  raised  temperature  in  all  cases  of  this  condition  occurring  in 
the  practices  of  certified  midwives,  and  the  information  obtained  indicates  that  puerperal  sepsis  was 
responsible  for  the  rise  of  temperature  in  14  out  of  28  cases  notified.  This  is  equivalent  to  an 
incidence  rate  of  puerperal  sepsis  among  midwives’  cases  of  3-47  per  1,000  births. 

The  following  table  records  the  number  of  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and  of  deaths  from 
puerperal  sepsis,  both  in  the  County  generally  and  in  the  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  local 
supervising  authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts  ;  together  with  similar  information  with  regard  to 
midwives’  cases  in  the  latter  area.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — Medical  assistance  was  sought  by  certified  midwives  on  account  of 
inflammation  of,  or  discharge  from,  infants’  eyes  in  96  instances ;  and  in  19  of  these  cases  the 
medical  practitioners  called  in  notified  the  condition  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum. 

In  view  of  the  serious  consequences  which  may  follow  if  satisfactory  treatment  is  not  promptly 
instituted,  all  cases  of  pathological  conditions  of  the  eyes  occurring  in  new-born  infants  are  very 
closely  followed  up,  with  a  view  to  ensuring  that  adequate  treatment  is  obtained  and  to  ascertaining 
whether  visual  impairment  has  resulted.  During  1938,  no  apparent  injury  to  vision  resulted  in  any 
instance.

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Post-Certificate  Instruction  to  Mid  wives.— The  joint  arrangements  of  the  London  and 
Middlesex  County  Councils,  made  some  years  ago  to  provide  post-certificate  instruction  to  midwives, 
continued  in  operation  during  1938.  The  scheme  is  organised,  on  behalf  of  the  two  County 
Councils,  by  the  London  County  Council,  and  the  cost  is  borne  by  London  and  Middlesex  on  the  basis  of 
user.  In  the  spring,  courses  of  lectures  were  given  at  various  maternity  hospitals,  or  at  the  maternity 
departments  of  certain  general  hospitals  ;  in  the  autumn,  seven  courses  of  practical  ante-natal  and 
post-natal  demonstrations  were  arranged.  The  courses  serve  a  most  valuable  purpose,  and  are 
keenly  appreciated  by  midwives  practising  in  this  County.  During  the  year,  84  midwives, 
practising  in  the  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  the  local  supervising  authority,  availed  themselves 
of  the  opportunity  of  attending  courses  of  lectures  or  demonstrations. 

In  addition  to  the  scheme  organised  by  the  London  County  Council,  short  courses  of  post¬ 
certificate  instruction  were  arranged  and  conducted  in  Middlesex  by  the  obstetrical  staff  at  the 
North  Middlesex,  West  Middlesex,  Redhill  and  Central  Middlesex  County  Hospitals.  Each  course 
consisted  of  four  demonstrations,  and  thirty-six  midwives  attended.  The  number  permitted  to  enter 
for  each  course  was  limited  in  order  to  allow  of  individual  instruction  being  given.  The  midwives 
appeared  greatly  to  appreciate  not  only  the  instruction,  but  also  the  opportunity  of  visiting 
the  hospitals  to  which  cases  with  which  they  are  personally  concerned  are  admitted  when 
institutional  treatment  is  required. 


Payment  of  Fees  to  Medical  Practitioners. — Under  the  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board, 
a  midwife  is  required  to  send  for  medical  assistance  in  all  cases  of  illness  or  abnormality  in  the  course 
of  pregnanoy,  labour,  or  lying-in,  and  the  dootor  called  is  entitled  to  payment  of  a  fee  by  the 
local  supervising  authority,  in  accordance  with  a  scale  and  subject  to  certain  conditions  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  local  supervising  authority  has  power  to  recover  from  the  patient 
or  her  husband  the  amount  so  paid,  or  such  proportion  of  it  as  the  financial  circumstances  of  the  case 
justify. 

The  following  table  furnishes  details  as  to  the  cost  to  the  County  Council  of  this  service 
during  the  past  two  years.  It  should  be  noted  that  while  the  financial  particulars  refer  to  the  financial 
years,  the  numbers  of  notifications  and  claims  are  those  received  during  the  corresponding  calendar 
years.

Nursing  Homes. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  registration  of  nursing  homes  in  the  whole  of  the 
County  with  the  exception  of  the  Boroughs  of  Ealing,  Edmonton,  Hendon,  Heston  and  Isleworth, 
Tottenham,  Twickenham  and  Willesden  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Enfield  and  Harrow.  In  those 
districts  the  administration  has  been  delegated  by  the  County  Council  to  the  local  authorities  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  supervision  of  midwives  is  carried  out  by  the  local  councils. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  particulars  of  84  nursing  homes  appeared  on  the  County 
Council’s  register.  During  1938,  applications  for  registration  were  received  in  respect  of  a  further  8 
homes.  All  of  these  homes  were  inspected  by  Dr.  Back,  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer, 
accompanied  by  Miss  Coleman,  Supervisor  of  Midwives.  In  addition,  premises  were  inspected  in 
connection  with  one  further  application  which  had  been  received  towards  the  close  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  table  on  page  25  gives  particulars  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Council  in  regard  to  the 
applications,  also  information  as  to  homes  removed  from  the  register  and  the  number  of  homes 
appearing  on  the  register  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year  respectively. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  registered  nursing  homes  in  each  borough  and 
urban  district  for  which  the  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  supervision  of  nursing 
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homes.  The  figures  in  brackets  indicate  the  number  of  homes  devoted,  either  wholly  or  in  part, 
to  the  reoeption  of  maternity  cases.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Scheme. 

The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  maternity  and  child  welfare  in  9  of  the  26  districts 
included  in  the  administrative  County,  viz.,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Feltham,  Friern  Barnet,  Hayes 
and  Harlington,  Potters  Bar,  Ruislip-Northwood,  Staines,  Sunbury,  Uxbridge,  and  Yiewsley  and 
West  Drayton.

There  was  no  change  in  the  extent  of  the  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  the  authority 
for  maternity  and  child  welfare  in  1938,  but  the  population  continued  to  increase.  During  the  year 
the  Council’s  staff  was  augmented  by  the  appointment  of  an  additional  medical  officer  and  four  health 
visitors  and  school  nurses. 

New  welfare  centres  were  opened  at  Grange  Park  Health  Centre,  Lansbury  Drive,  Hayes,  and 
the  Village  Hall,  Laleham,  and  the  centres  at  Friern  Barnet  (Bellevue)  and  Whetstone  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  more  suitable  premises.  Additional  infant  welfare  sessions  were  instituted  at  Feltham, 
Hayes  (Towiffield),  Ruislip  (Manor  Farm  and  Dawlish  Drive)  and  North  Hillingdon  and  additional 
ante-natal  sessions  at  Bedfont  and  Friern  Barnet  (Holly  Park). 

In  spite  of  the  additional  sessions  provided,  the  average  number  of  mothers  and  infants  attending 
each  session  at  the  centres  was  higher  than  in  1937. 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  fresh  milk,  free  or  at  a  reduced  cost,  to  expectant  and  nursing 
mothers  and  children  under  the  age  of  five,  was  amended  in  order  to  ensure  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  cleanliness  and  purity  of  the  milk  supplied.  Fresh  milk  is  now  supplied  by  approved 
dairymen  who  undertake  to  deliver  pasteurised  milk  only.  The  rules  for  determining  cases  in  which 
assistance  may  be  given  have  also  been  revised,  as  it  was  felt  that  the  application  of  the  previous 
rules  gave  rise  to  hardship  in  certain  instances.  In  fixing  the  scale  regard  was  had  to  the  County 
Council’s  existing  standard  for  the  granting  of  outdoor  relief  to  healthy  persons  and  to  the  scales  of 
the  other  local  authorities  in  the  county  who  administer  maternity  and  child  welfare  schemes. 
The  revised  rules  have  been  in  operation  since  early  in  the  year  and  have  proved  satisfactory  in 
practice. 

An  extension  has  been  made  in  the  scheme  whereby  an  obstetric  consultant  may  be  called  in  by 
a  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  at  a  case  of  difficult  labour.  Arrangements  are  now  in  force 
whereby,  in  addition  to  the  part-time  obstetric  consultant  already  employed  by  the  Council,  the 
services  of  the  obstetric  surgeons  from  the  county  general  hospitals  are  available  for  practitioners  desir¬ 
ing  specialist  help  on  account  of  difficulty.  If  the  patient  to  whom  the  specialist  is  called  is  removed 
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to  the  comity  hospital,  or  has  already  engaged  one  of  the  Council’s  midwives  and  been  assessed  to 
pay  less  than  the  full  fee,  no  charge  is  made  for  the  consultant’s  services.  In  all  other  cases  a  charge 
of  two  guineas  is  made  which  can  be  reduced  in  cases  of  financial  hardship. 

Other  measures  taken  by  the  County  Council  to  ensure  the  well-being  of  mothers  and 
children  may  be  enumerated  briefly : — Systematic  visiting  of  the  homes  is  carried  out  by  health 
visitors,  who  keep  careful  records  of  each  child  supervised  until  it  reaches  school  age.  Mothers  of 
children  not  in  attendance  at  the  welfare  centres  are  urged  to  bring  them  for  medical  inspection 
and  advice  should  any  deviation  from  the  normal  be  noticed.  Fresh  and  dried  milk,  cod  liver  oil 
and  various  vitamin  preparations  are  issued,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  medical  officers,  to 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  in  attendance  at  the  centres.  The  cost  of  this  part 
of  the  scheme  has  increased  rapidly  during  the  past  few  years  but,  in  view  of  the  Report  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Nutrition,  money  spent  on  the  provision  of  milk  and  milk-foods  must  be 
considered  to  be  money  well  spent. 

Dental  and  ophthalmic  treatment  and  also  treatment  for  minor  ailments  is  arranged  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  school  clinics. 

Arrangements  exist  for  the  admission  to  hospital  of  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  and  ophthalmia 
neonatorum,  and  bacteriological  examination  of  specimens  of  pathological  material  is  undertaken. 
Financial  assistance  is  provided  towards  the  fee  of  a  home  help  during  the  lying-in  period.  Birth 
control  advice  is  given,  through  the  agency  of  voluntary  clinics,  to  expectant  and  nursing  married 
women  in  attendance  at  the  Council’s  welfare  centres  in  those  cases  where  further  pregnancy  would 
be  detrimental  to  health.

The  net  cost  to  the  County  Council  shows  an  increase  of  £7,259  Is.  3d.  on  the  net  cost  for  the 
previous  financial  year. 


Ophthalmic  Treatment. — Part-time  ophthalmic  surgeons  have  been  appointed  by  the  Education 
Committee  under  the  Council’s  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  school  children,  and  their  services 
are  available  for  the  treatment  of  certain  cases  referred  from  the  welfare  centres.  If  the  parents’ 
circumstances  permit,  they  are  required  to  pay  the  cost  price  of  any  spectacles  supplied,  together 
with  a  charge  of  Is.  for  examination  and  fitting. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Harrow  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Wembley  Borough  Council, 
cases  referred  from  the  local  welfare  centres  are  seen  by  the  County  Council’s  ophthalmic  surgeons 
at  the  clinics  established  at  Wealdstone  and  Kingsbury.  Refraction  is  carried  out  at  a  charge 
agreed  between  the  respective  councils  and  glasses  when  required  are  supplied  at  a  flat  rate. 

Dental  Treatment. — At  the  dental  clinics  established  for  school  children  by  the  Education 
Committee,  treatment  is  provided  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers,  or  children  below  school 
age,  who  are  referred  on  account  of  oral  sepsis  or  dental  caries. 

During  the  financial  year,  1938-39,  the  sum  contributed  towards  the  cost  of  dental  treatment 
including  the  supply  of  dentures,  was  £692  10s.  11  d.,  while  the  actual  cost  of  the  dentures  only 
was  £447  17s.  3d.

By  agreement  between  the  County  Council  and  the  local  authorities  concerned,  the  dental 
treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  of  children  below  school  age  attending  welfare 
centres  in  Harrow  and  Southall,  is  undertaken  at  the  County  Council’s  dental  clinics  and  the  work 
carried  out  under  these  agreements  is  included  in  the  above  table. 

Treatment  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — -Arrangements  exist  whereby  infants  suffering  from 
ophthalmia  neonatorum  may  be  admitted  to  St.  Margaret’s  Hospital,  Kentish  Town,  one  of  the 
hospitals  included  in.  the  Special  Hospitals  Service  of  the  London  Comity  Council.  During  1938, 
]  1  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified  in  the  area  for  which  the  County  Council  is  the 
authority  for  maternity  and  child  welfare.  Four  infants  were  treated  at  St.  Margaret’s  Hospital, 
two  at  county  hospitals,  and  five  at  home  ;  all  made  satisfactory  recoveries  with  no  apparent  injury 
to  vision. 
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“  Refresher  ”  Courses  for  Health  Visitors. — In  order  that  the  health  visitors  may  keep  in 
touch  with  recent  developments  of  their  work,  arrangements  are  made  each  year  for  about  one  quarter 
of  the  staff  to  attend  the  Winter  School  for  Health  Visitors  held  in  January  at  Bedford  College  and 
organised  by  the  Women  Public  Health  Officers’  Association.  In  this  way,  health  visitors  are  given  the 
opportunity  of  bringing  their  work  up  to  date  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  four  years.  The 
“  refresher  ”  course  is  much  appreciated  by  the  students,  who  give  an  account  of  the  work,  with  short 
abstracts  of  the  lectures  and  demonstrations,  to  their  colleagues  at  one  of  the  monthly  meetings 
of  the  Council’s  health  visitors. 

* 

Treatment  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — One  patient  was  admitted  to  the  North  Western  Hospital 
on  the  advice  of  Mr.  J.  M.  Wyatt,  F.R.C.S.,  the  County  Council’s  consultant,  and  seven  patients 
were  sent  to  Queen  Charlotte’s  Hospital  Isolation  Block.  One  patient  died,  but  the  other  seven 
women  made  satisfactory  recoveries. 

Investigation  of  Maternal  Deaths. — During  the  year,  Dr.  Back  carried  out  investigations 
into  the  deaths  of  those  women  who  died  in  childbirth  in  the  districts  in  Middlesex  for  which  the 
County  Council  is  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  authority. 

Child  Life  Protection. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  th6  County  Council’s  register  contained  the  names  of  159  foster- 
parents,  having  in  their  care  230  children.  During  the  year,  110  additional  foster-parents  notified  their 
intention  of  undertaking  for  reward  the  nursing  and  maintenance  of  infants,  and  71  foster-parents 
notified  that  they  had  ceased  to  have  infants  in  their  care.  Notifications  of  the  reception  of  294 
infants,  of  the  removal  of  195  from  the  care  of  foster-parents,  and  of  the  deaths  of  three  infants  were 
received. 

During  1938,  the  Council’s  health  visitors,  in  their  capacity  of  infant  protection  visitors,  paid  138 
first  visits  and  1,186  subsequent  visits  to  the  homes  of  foster-children.  In  11  instances  visits  were 
made  by  Dr.  Back  or  Miss  Coleman  in  connection  with  special  enquiries  it  was  considered  necessary  to 
make  with  regard  to  certain  foster-children. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

The  Acts  and  Regulations  dealing  with  the  supervision  of  food  supplies  which  are  administered 
by  the  County  Council  deal  with  (a)  certain  powers  and  duties  connected  with  the  production  of 
milk,  and  (6)  adulteration  of  food. 


Milk  Production. 

During  1938  the  Lister  Institute  of  Preventive  Medicine  examined  for  tubercle  bacilli  294  samples 
of  milk  which  had  been  taken  by  inspectors  of  the  Public  Control  department  under  the  County 
Council’s  arrangements.  It  was  possible  to  complete  the  investigation  in  278  of  these  samples,  and 
16  of  them  were  found  to  contain  living  tubercle  bacilli,  equivalent  to  5*7  per  cent.

Of  the  16  infected  samples  of  milk  found  in  1938,  ten  were  reported  to  have  been  produced  in 
Middlesex  and  6  in  other  counties.  Diseased  animals  were  traced  on  12  of  the  farms  concerned  (eight- 
farms  in  Middlesex  and  four  in  other  counties)  and  15  cows  were  slaughtered. 
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Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 


On  April  1st,  1938,  the  centralised  veterinary  service  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  came  into 
operation  and  in  consequence  the  following  veterinary  duties  of  the  County  Council  were  transferred 
tojthe  Ministry : — 

(a)  Routine  veterinary  inspection  of  dairy  herds  ; 

(b)  Examination  of  cattle  by  a  veterinary  inspector  on  receipt  of  notification  from  a  medical 

officer  of  health  that  tuberculosis  is  caused  or  likely  to  be  caused  by  the  consumption 
of  milk  produced  by  the  herd,  or  that  an  infectious  disease  is  caused  or  likely  to  be 
caused  by  the  consumption  of  milk  from  the  herd  ; 

(c)  Tuberculin  testing  and  inspection  of  cattle  for  the  purpose  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 

Orders.  (This  does  not  affect  the  power  of  the  County  Council  to  grant  licences 
authorising  the  production  and  bottling  of  milk  under  the  designations  “  tuberculin 
tested  ”  and  “  accredited.”) 

One  of  the  effects  of  the  new  system  was  to  transfer  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  all  the  functions 
hitherto  performed  by  the  County  Council’s  whole-time  veterinary  inspector,  Mr.  R.  Wooff,  M.R.C.V.S. 
Mr.  Wooff’s  services  being  no  longer  required  by  the  County  Council,  he  was  offered  and  accepted 
an  appointment  as  a  veterinary  inspector  of  the  Ministry. 

The  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  the  area  in  which  Middlesex  is  situated 
furnished  the  County  Council  with  information  as  to  the  results  of  veterinary  inspections  and  tuberculin 
tests  of  Middlesex  herds.  From  April  1st  up  to  the  end  of  1938,  8,974  clinical  examinations  of  bovine 
animals  were  made,  as  a  result  of  which  37  were  found,  which  were  suspected  to  be  suffering  from 
tuberculosis.  Of  these  37  animals,  36  were  slaughtered,  while  in  one  instance  the  diagnosis  of 
tuberculosis  was  not  confirmed. 


Milk  (Special  Designations)  Orders,  1936  and  1938. — Under  the  terms  of  these  Orders, 
the  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  granting  of  licences  to  the  producers  of  “  tuberculin 
tested  ”  and  “  accredited  ”  milk.  Every  farm  in  respect  of  which  an  application  for  a  licence  to 
produce  “  tuberculin  tested  ”  or  “  accredited  ”  milk  is  received,  is  visited  by  Dr.  Perkins,  and  by 
the  Instructor  in  Dairying  employed  by  the  Education  Committee.  The  condition  of  the  premises 
and  the  methods  employed  on  the  farm  are  fully  investigated.  A  licence  is  granted  only  if  the 
•County  Council,  from  the  reports  of  its  officers  and  of  the  divisional  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  is  satisfied  with  the  conditions  obtaining.  Farms  under  licence  are  periodically  visited 
and  samples  of  milk  regularly  subjected  to  bio-chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  to  ensure 
that  satisfactory  methods  of  milk  production  are  being  maintained. 

There  are  in  Middlesex  five  herds,  licensed  for  the  production  of  tuberculin  tested  milk ;  and 
at  the  close  of  the  year  40  dairymen  in  the  County  had  been  granted  licences  to  produce  accredited 
milk. 


Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. — This  Order  was  administered  by  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Sub¬ 
committee  of  the  County  Council  up  to  31st  March,  1938,  when  the  administration  was  transferred 
to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  I  am  informed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Council  that  up  to  that  date 
visits  were  made  by  the  Council’s  part-time  veterinary  surgeons  to  24  premises  at  which  bovine  tuber¬ 
culosis  had  been  reported  or  was  suspected,  in  most  instances  as  the  result  of  visits  made  by  Mr.  Wooff. 
Veterinary  examination  of  110  animals  was  carried  out  and  26  animals,  in  which  tuberculous  lesions, 
as  defined  by  the  Order,  existed,  were  slaughtered.  The  compensation  paid  by  the  County  Council 
to  the  owners  of  slaughtered  animals  amounted  to  £227. 


Adulteration. 

The  Acts  and  Regulations  dealing  with  adulteration  of  food  and  drugs  are  administered  by  the 
Public  Control  Department  of  the  County  Council.  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  Barrister- 
at-Law,  Chief  Officer  of  the  Public  Control  Department,  for  the  information  regarding  this  branch 
of  work.  In  the  following  table  are  set  out  particulars  of  samples  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst 
by  officers  of  the  Public  Control  Department ;  the  articles  marked  *  were  examined  for  the  presence 
of  preservatives.

Infectious  Diseases. 

Smallpox. — No  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  in  Middlesex  during  1938. 

Scarlet  Fever. — During  the  year,  4,909  cases  were  notified  in  the  County,  giving  a  case -rate 
of  2-38  per  1,000  persons  living.  Eight  cases  proved  fatal,  representing  a  case-mortality  rate  of 
0-16  per  cent,  and  a  death-rate  of  0-004  per  1,000  population.  While  the  case-rate  remains  the 
same,  the  death-rate  shows  a  fresh  reduction  from  the  figure  for  1937  and  is  the  lowest  yet  recorded 
n  the  County. 

Diphtheria. — The  number  of  cases  notified  during  1938  was  2,149,  corresponding  to  a  case-rate 
of  1-04  per  1,000  persons  living,  a  rate  which  compares  favourably  with  that  for  London  (1*90),  the 
Great  Towns  (1-85)  and  England  and  Wales  (1-58).  There  were  79  fatal  cases  of  diphtheria,  76 
being  in  children  under  15  years  of  age,  representing  a  case  mortality  rate  of  3-68  per  cent,  and  a 
death-rate  of  0-04  per  1,000  persons  living. 

Dysentery. — In  the  previous  report  details  were  given  of  the  rather  widespread  outbreak  of 
dysentery  which  occurred  in  Middlesex,  in  common  with  other  parts  of  the  country,  during  the 
closing  months  of  1937.  The  disease  continued  to  show  an  abnormal  prevalence  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1938,  during  which  period  245  cases  were  notified  out  of  a  total  of  316  for  the  whole  year. 

Enteric  Fever. — Fifty-six  cases  of  diseases  of  the  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  group  of  fevers 
were  notified  during  1938,  as  compared  with  67  in  1937.  The  cases  were  fairly  evenly  distributed 
throughout  the  County.  There  were  seven  deaths  from  enteric  during  the  year.  The  case-rate  for 
193,8  was  0-03  per  1,000,  the  death  rate  0-003  per  1,000,  and  the  case  mortality -rate,  12-5  per  cent. 

Erysipelas. — There  were  638  notifications  of  erysipelas  during  1938,  a  figure  which  shows  no 
material  deviation  from  that  for  previous  years. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — Forty-eight  cases  were  notified,  19  of  them  in  the  Borough  of  Willesden. 
Twenty-five  deaths  occurred,  10  of  the  victims  being  children  under  two  years  of  age. 

Acute  Encephalitis  Lethargica. — Four  new  cases  of  this  disease  in  its  acute  form  were 
notified  during  1938.  Sixteen  deaths  from  the  disease  occurred,  either  in  its  acute  or  chronic  form, 
eight  being  of  individuals  over  the  age  of  45  years. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Acute  Polioencephalitis. — The  incidence  of  these  conditions 
remained  approximately  the  same  as  during  1936  and  1937.  Fifty-three  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis 
and  two  of  polioencephalitis  were  notified  during  1938.

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Measles. — The  compulsory  notification  of  measles  is  operative  in  only  a  few  districts  in  the 
County,  so  that  accurate  information  of  the  incidence  of  the  disease  is  not  available.  The  mortality 
from  measles,  however,  is  an  indirect  measure  of  its  incidence,  and  the  following  table  shows  the 
annual  number  of  deaths  from  measles  in  Middlesex  during  the  past  10  years  : —

The  biennial  fluctuation,  which  is  characteristic  of  measles,  is  well  shown,  while  the  tendency 
to  a  progressive  decline  in  the  number  of  fatal  cases  in  years  of  prevalence  is  also  noticeable. 

Pneumonia. — The  number  of  notifications  of  acute  pneumonia  in  the  County  during  1938  was 
1,557,  equivalent  to  an  incidence-rate  of  0-76  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  incidence-rate  of  pneumonia  for  England  and  Wales  during  1938  was  1-10  per  1,000  ;  for 
London,  0-98  per  1,000  and  for  the  Great  Towns,  1-28  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  pneumonia  in  Middlesex  during  1938  was  1,153,  corre¬ 
sponding  to  a  death-rate  from  pneumonia  of  0-56  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — During  the  year,  524  cases  of  puerperal  pyrexia  were  notified,  correspond¬ 
ing  to  a  case-rate  of  16-6  per  1,000  births.  The  comparable  figures  for  1937  were  519  notifications 
and  a  case  rate  of  16-9  per  1,000  births. 

The  number  of  deaths  due  to  puerperal  sepsis  in  the  County  was  26,  equivalent  to  a  mortality- 
rate  from  sepsis  of  0-82  per  1,000  live  births.  This  rate  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  Middlesex. 

As  pointed  out  in  a  previous  section  of  the  report,  the  fall  in  the  mortality  from  puerperal  sepsis  has 
shown  a  striking  correlation  with  the  introduction  of  treatment  for  the  condition  by  means  of 
sulphonamide  compomids,  which  may  now  be  considered  to  hold  an  established  position  in  the  control 
of  this  disease. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — The  number  of  cases  notified  in  1938  was  144,  or  a  case-rate  of 
4-55  per  1,000  births. 

Malaria. — Six  cases  of  malaria,  all  of  which  had  been  contracted  abroad,  were  notified. 

Cholera,  Plague,  Typhus,  Relapsing  Fever,  Anthrax,  Undulant  Fever. — No  cases  of  these  * 
diseases  were  notified. 


Public  Vaccination.

Of  25,733  infants  whose  births  were  registered  in  Middlesex  during  1937,  910  died  unvaccinated. 
Of  the  remainder,  viz.,  24,823,  only  9,687  (39*0  per  cent.)  were  successfully  vaccinated 
or  were  certified  to  be  insusceptible  to  vaccination.  Statutory  declarations  of  conscientious 
objection  were  made  in  respect  of  no  fewer  than  10,132  infants  (40-8  per  cent.)  whilst  5,006  infants 
were  not  vaccinated  for  various  other  reasons  (postponement  on  medical  certificate,  removal,  &c.).

Infectious  Diseases. 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation. 

(a)  Smallpox. — The  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  the  provision  of  smallpox  hospital 
accommodation  for  the  whole  of  the  administrative  county.  It  has  met  its  obligations  by  entering 
into  an  agreement  with  the  London  County  Council  whereby  the  very  extensive  accommodation 
provided  by  that  authority  has  been  made  available  for  the  reception  of  any  smallpox  cases  occurring 
in  the  County  of  Middlesex. 

(b)  Other  Acute  Specific  Fevers. — In  the  annual  report  for  1936  full  details  were  given  of 
the  scheme  prepared  by  the  County  Council,  in  accordance  with  the  obligations  placed  upon  it  by 
Section  63  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  to  ensure  the  provision  of  adequate  isolation  hospital 
accommodation  throughout  the  County.  In  the  same  report  was  also  set  out  the  final  scheme,  after 
very  extensive  modifications  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  of  the  County  Council’s  original  proposals. 
This  scheme  provides  for  11  separate  isolation  hospital  authorities  in  Middlesex. 

The  following  table  sets  out  the  various  isolation  hospital  authorities,  the  districts  served,  the 
number  of  beds  to  be  provided  under  the  scheme  and  the  number  of  beds  actually  provided  at  the 
close  of  1938.

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Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported  during  the  year  by  medical  officers  of 
health  of  the  constituent  local  authorities  of  the  County  was  2,867,  an  increase  of  146  above  the 
number  reported  in  1937.  Of  these  cases,  88  were  those  of  persons  who  had  changed  their 
place  of  residence  from  one  district  to  another  within  the  County,  and,  in  accordance  with  the 
Regulations,  were  the  subject  of  primary  notification  in  each  district,  whilst  14  were  cases  which  in 
previous  years  had  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  medical  officers  of  health  by  means  other  than 
notification  but  which  were  formally  notified  in  1938.  Thus  the  net  number  of  new  cases  in  the 
County  as  a  whole  was  2,765.  This  number  includes  not  only  the  new  cases  which  arose  and  were 
diagnosed  in  the  course  of  the  year,  but  also  the  considerable  number  of  persons  with  established 
disease  who  removed  into  the  County  during  the  year. 

Of  the  gross  total,  2,469  (86-12  per  cent.)  were  notified  by  medical  practitioners  or  school  medical 
officers,  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations,  and  398  (13-88  per  cent.)  came  to  the  notice  of  medical 
officers  of  health  otherwise  than  by  formal  notification. 

The  incidence-rate  of  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  as  measured  by  the  number  of  cases  reported, 
amounted  to  1  •  20  per  1,000  persons  living  ;  the  corresponding  incidence-rate  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
was  0-99  per  1,000  persons  living.  Each  of  these  figures  is  slightly  higher  than  those  obtaining  in 
1937. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  in  1938  was  1,109  of  which  932  were  due  to  pulmonary 
and  177  to  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  The  death-rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  Middlesex 
for  1938  was  0-54,  which  is  well  below  the  lowest  previously  recorded,  i.e.,  in  1937.  The  corresponding 
death-rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  0-635.  The  death-rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in 
Middlesex  at  0-45  also  establishes  a  new  low  record. 

The  following  table  shows  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  2,765  new  cases  which  came  to 
the  notice  of  the  County  Council  in  1938,  divided  into  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  groups  and 
compared  with  the  number  of  deaths,  similarly  classified.

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Infectious  Diseases. 

Scheme  for  the  Prevention  and  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

(a)  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries. 

The  new  “  Chest  Clinic,”  erected  just  within  the  entrance  gates  of  Redhill  County  Hospital, 
came  into  use  in  May,  1938.  This  is  the  most  spacious  and  conveniently  planned  of  the  Council’s 
dispensaries  and  the  first  to  be  equipped  with  X-ray  screening  plant.  The  proximity  to  the  County 
Hospital  with  its  X-ray  department  for  the  filming  of  chests,  its  pathological  laboratories  and  other 
special  services  adds  greatly  to  the  Clinic’s  usefulness.

Measures  of  active  treatment  are  not  normally  undertaken  at  the  Council’s  tuberculosis  dispen¬ 
saries,  the  function  of  these  being  that  of  consultative  and  advisory  centres.  Certain  specialized 
forms  of  out-patient  treatment,  however,  are  of  increasing  frequency  and  importance  and  provision 
has  been  made  for  these  to  be  available  at  the  County  sanatoria,  voluntary  hospitals  and  elsewhere, 
the  County  Council  being  responsible  for  the  cost.  Some  particulars  of  this  work  may  be  summarized 
as  follows  : — 

(1)  Artificial  Pneumothorax  refills— -During  the  year,  in  addition  to  those  attending  the 

Council’s  sanatoria  at  Harefield  and  Clare  Hall,  359  patients  made  a  total  number  of 
5,687  attendances  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  artificial  pneumothorax  refills  at 
voluntary  hospitals  and  other  institutions. 

(2)  Gold  treatment. — Injections  of  sanocrysin  or  other  preparations  of  gold  were  given  to 

eleven  patients,  who  made  141  attendances  at  voluntary  hospitals  for  the  purpose. 

(3)  Light  Treatment. — Twenty-eight  patients,  most  of  them  suffering  from  lupus,  received  treat¬ 

ment  by  Finsen  or  other  forms  of  light  at  certain  voluntary  hospitals  in  London,  making 
a  total  of  1,785  attendances. 

(4)  After-care  of  Surgical  Cases. — Children  who  have  received  treatment  for  non-pulmonary 

tuberculosis  in  Heatherwood  Hospital,  Ascot,  or  other  institutions  belonging  to  the 
London  County  Council,  are  kept  under  supervision  by  an  orthopaedic  surgeon  at  the 
London  County  Hall,  Westminster  Bridge,  where  minor  manipulative  treatment  is 
given  and  surgical  appliances  are  adjusted  or  renewed.  During  the  year,  66  patients 
were  supervised  in  this  way  and  made  140  attendances. 

X-ray  examinations  are  carried  out  on  dispensary  patients  at  County  hospitals  and  certain 
voluntary  hospitals.  4,508  such  examinations  were  carried  out  in  1938.  26  lipoidal  examinations 

were  performed  and  17  tomographic  examinations. 

The  tomographic  examination  is  a  comparatively  recent  advance  in  X-ray  technique,  which 
frequently  enables  disease  more  accurately  to  be  located  and  assessed. 
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(b)  Institutional  Accommodation. 

In  tlie  Annual  Report  for  1937  full  details  were  given  of  tlie  new  sanatorium  at  Harefield.  This 
was  designed  to  receive  a  total  of  378  patients,  but  by  internal  rearrangement  it  was  found  possible 
to  accommodate  a  further  seven  children. 

During  the  year  the  Council  acquired  at  Milford-on-Sea  a  large  detached  house  overlooking 
the  Solent  and  standing  in  grounds  running  down  to  the  edge  of  the  sea.  This  house,  The  White 
House,  was  adapted  to  receive  24  convalescent  tuberculous  women  who  had  undergone  treatment 
at  Harefield  or  Clare  Hall,  but  were  in  need  of  further  rest  and  sea  air  before  returning  to  their 
homes  and  normal  life.  An  X-ray  screening  plant  and  a  sputum  destructor  were  installed,  a  local 
practitioner,  Dr.  R.  S.  Caldwell,  appointed  as  medical  officer  and  arrangements  made  for 
Dr.  Houghton,  the  Physician  of  Harefield  Sanatorium,  to  visit  fortnightly  in  a  consultative 
capacity.  By  this  means  continuity  of  supervision  was  assured  and  special  treatment  (e.g.,  artificial 
pneumothorax)  instituted  at  Harefield  could  be  continued.  The  White  House  should  prove  a 
valuable  addition  to  the  Council’s  institutional  provision,  and  it  readily  lends  itself  to  extension  to 
50  beds  if,  as  is  confidently  expected,  the  need  for  this  type  of  accommodation  is  found  to  exist. 

The  County  Council  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  the  Royal  Chest  Hospital,  City  Road, 
London,  whereby  a  ward  was  brought  back  into  use,  and  24  beds  reserved  for  Middlesex  cases. 
Approximately  equal  numbers  of  men  and  women  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  admitted 
to  these  beds  by  the  County  Council  and  active  treatment  is  carried  out.

Special  Methods  of  Treatment. — Collapse  therapy  continued  to  be  used  to  an  increasing  extent 
and,  of  the  patients  discharged  during  the  year,  artificial  pneumothorax  had  been  induced  in  146 
cases,  combined  in  some  instances  with  phrenic  crush  or  adhesiolysis. 

In  August,  1938,  Mr.  L.  Fatti,  F.R.C.S.,  Surgeon  to  Hillingdon  County  Hospital,  was  appointed 
visiting  'Thoracic  Surgeon  to  Harefield  Sanatorium.  For  the  remainder  of  the  year  he  undertook 
at  Harefield  the  thoracic  surgical  work,  his  operations  including  thoracoplasty  (14)  and  induction 
of  extra -pleural  artificial  pneumothorax  (5).

Out-Patient  Department. — During  the  year,  there  were  a  total  of  3,249  out-patient  attendances. 
Of  these,  30  attendances  were  made  by  former  artificial  pneumothorax  patients,  6  by  patients  who 
had  had  thoracoplasty  and  attended  for  supervision.  Five  attendances  were  for  dental  treatment, 
and  one  attendance  at  the  laryngeal  clinic.  The  remainder  attended  for  artificial  pneumothorax 
refills. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  141  patients  were  attending  for  artificial  pneumothorax  refills,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  this  number  had  increased  to  180. 

Staff  Changes. — The  Sanatorium  and  the  world  of  medicine  suffered  a  severe  loss  by  the  death 
of  Dr.  R.  Huxley  Fish,  M.D.,  M.R.C.P.,  Physician  to  the  Sanatorium.  Dr.  Fish  had  already  estab¬ 
lished  for  himself  a  high  reputation  among  the  younger  physicians  of  this  country  and  his  untimely 
death  cut  short  a  career  of  brilliant  promise.  To  fill  the  vacancy  created,  Dr.  L.  E.  Houghton,  M.A., 
M.D.,  was  appointed  Physician  to  the  Sanatorium. 

Upon  the  transfer  of  Miss  C.  Woodward  to  be  Matron  of  the  Harefield  Place  Country  Hospital, 
Miss  B.  A.  Shaw  was  appointed  Matron  of  the  Sanatorium.

Special  Methods  of  Treatment. — Artificial  pneumothorax  was  induced  in  134  cases,  and  a  total 
of  3,799  refills  were  given  (including  out-patients  who  made  909  attendances  for  refills).  A  number 
of  patients  were  transferred  to  Harefield  Sanatorium  or  to  other  hospitals  for  operation,  including 
21  for  thoracoplasty  and  15  for  extrapleural  A.P.  After  operation  they  were  re-admitted  to  Clare 
Hall  for  the  remainder  of  their  sanatorium  treatment. 

A  most  valuable  acquisition  has  been  the  new  occupational  therapy  department  (Instructor, 
Mr.  R.  Birchall).  The  long-needed  facilities  for  occupation  so  provided  have  been  greatly  appreciated 
by  the  patients,  and  such  work  makes  a  real  contribution  to  the  atmosphere  of  optimism  and  content¬ 
ment  in  long,  and  often  tedious,  treatment.

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In  the  first  column  of  Table  H  (a)  on  pages  47  and  48  are  grouped  those  persons  who  first  came  under 
public  medical  treatment  previous  to  1928.  By  the  end  of  1938,  therefore,  every  member  of  this  group 
then  living  had  been  under  observation  for  at  least  eleven  years,  and  the  majority  for  considerably 
longer  periods.  The  total  number  of  pulmonary  cases  in  the  group  under  consideration  is  8,093,  but  of 
these  a  large  number,  2,478,  have  been  lost  sight  of,  either  on  account  of  their  having  left  the  County, 
or  because  they  have  signified  they  no  longer  desire  public  medical  treatment,  or  for  a  variety  of  other 
reasons.  Deducting  this  number  there  remains  a  balance  of  5,615  patients,  the  condition  of  whom 
was  known  at  the  end  of  1938.

Venereal  Disease. 

For  many  years  Middlesex  has  been  a  partner  in  a  joint  scheme  with  London  and  a  number  of 
surrounding  counties  and  county  boroughs  for  the  provision  of  treatment  for  venereal  disease.  The 
scheme  is  organized  and  administered  by  the  London  County  Council  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the 
scheme,  proposals  being  submitted  each  year  by  the  London  County  Council  for  the  consideration  of 
the  participating  authorities  and  consultations  and  conferences  between  the  respective  medical 
officers  of  health  taking  place  from  time  to  time.  The  scheme  is  based  upon  the  voluntary  hospitals 
of  London,  at  a  number  of  which  clinics  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease  have  been  established. 
The  extent  to  which  these  hospitals  were  used  by  Middlesex  patients  seeking  treatment  for  venereal 
disease  during  1938  is  shown  in  the  table  which  appears  on  the  following  page. 


The  Prince  of  Wales’s  General  Hospital,  Tottenham. — In  addition  to  its  provisions  under 
the  joint  scheme,  the  Middlesex  County  Council  has  an  agreement  with  the  Governors  of  the  Prince 
of  Wales’s  General  Hospital,  Tottenham,  under  which  the  Hospital,  in  consideration  of  an  annual 
payment  by  the  County  Council  for  a  term  of  years,  has  built,  equipped  and  staffed  a  self-contained 

clinic  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  disease.  The  new  arrangements  have  been  very  successful  and 
since  the  inauguration  of  the  new  department  in  1934,  the  volume  of  work  carried  out  at  the  Prince 
of  Wales’s  Hospital  in  connection  with  venereal  disease  has  greatly  increased. 

The  prontosil  group  of  drugs,  to  which  reference  has  been  made  elsewhere  in  connection  with 
the  treatment  of  puerperal  sepsis,  has  also  found  a  field  of  application  in  the  treatment  of 
gonorrhoea.  In  his  report,  Dr.  Reekie,  the  medical  officer  in  charge,  includes  a  comprehensive 
account  of  an  investigation  which  was  carried  out  at  the  Prince  of  Wales’s  Hospital  during  1938 
into  this  development.  The  following  conclusions  may  be  quoted  from  his  report : — 

“  A  considerable  improvement  in  the  treatment  of  gonorrhoea  is  shown  by  the  use  of  sulphonamide 
and  M.  &  B.  693,  and,  of  the  two  drugs,  M.  &  B.  693  is,  in  my  opinion,  preferable,  in  that  it  seems 
to  arrest  the  disease  earlier  and  shortens  the  period  of  treatment.  A  high  initial  dosage  is  essential, 
but  risks  of  toxicity  are  few,  and  while  complications  do  occur,  those  of  a  serious  nature  are  not  to  be 
anticipated.  Idiosyncrasy  is  rare.  Chemotherapy  is  enhanced  by  concomitant  irrigation  treatment 
and  there  is  no  advantage  in  delaying  chemotherapy  to  await  the  establishment  of  body  defensive 
mechanism.  General  management  of  the  patient  is  important,  with  emphasis  on  the  regulation 
and  modification  of  diet  and  purgatives  and  the  avoidance  of  sunlight.  Weekly  differential  blood 
counts  should  be  carried  out  as  a  routine  on  all  patients  undergoing  this  form  of  treatment.  The 
investigations  are  being  continued.”
